1 . I believe I am the original and sole inventor of the subject matter which is 
described and claimed in United States Patent No. 6,298,941, granted on October 9, 
2001, and for which a reissue patent is sought on the invention entitled, "ELECTRO-

3. I hereby state that I have reviewed and understand the contents of th 
above-identified specification, including the original patent claims, and the claims in the 
Preliminary Amendment filed herewith. 

4. I acknowledge the duty to disclose information that is material to the 
examination of this reissue application in accordance with Title 37, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Section 1.56(a). 

5. I believe U.S. Patent No. 6,298,941 to be, through error and without 
deceptive intent, at least partly inoperative by reason of my claiming less than I had a 
right to claim in the patent. 

6. An error, which is a statutory basis for reissue, is that I unnecessarily 
limited the scope of patent protection to which I am entitled. Claims 1-23 do not cover 
the full breadth of my disclosed invention, and I erred by not pursuing during the original 
prosecution additional, broader claims, such as those filed in the Preliminary 
Amendment included with this application. For example, Applicant's patent protection 
need not be limited to an apparatus including pressure sensors or detection means for 
detecting differential pressure, as required by independent claims 1, 15, or 17 of the 
'941 patent. Pressure sensors or detection means for detecting differential pressure are 
not required in new independent claims 24-29, for example. 

7. The above-described error and all other errors corrected in this reissue 
application arose without any deceptive intent.
